Counties Gas Company went around 
to the city hall y esterday to inter­ 
view City Attorney Heathman. 
The 
official stated that he had read in the 
Register that it was the opinion of the 
city attorney that t'he gas company 
has no legai right to add fifteen per 
cent to a custom er’s bill if that, bill 
be not paid by the 15th of the month. 
“The Register quoted me exactly ,” 
said the city attorney to the gas man. 
“You and y our 
company 
absolutely 
have no right to add one cent to any 
person’s bill if that addition mak es 
a charge of more than $1 per 1000 
cubic feet. The ordinance of this city 
say s that y ou may charge $1 per 1 0 0 0 
cubic feet. You may charge less if 
y ou want to. but any collection of mon­ 
ey on y our part over and above $1 per 
1000 cubic feet is absolutely unlaw­ 
ful.” 
The gas official stated that his com­ 
pany was having a hard time mak ing 
receipts equal the expenses, and it 
would work a hardship on the com­ 
pany were it not allowed to use some 
means to mak e the consumers 
pay 
their bills promptly . 
“The means that the gas company 
has adopted is illegal,” declared 
the 
city attorney last night, “and I told 
the gas man so in as plain words as 
I k new how'. 
“I noticed in the Forum column of 
the Register a communication from 
John M. Reed, ask ing why the citv 
has a right to add ten cents to a water 
bill if the gas company has no right 
to add fifteen per cent to its gas bill. 
The difference is that the procedure 
of the city is lawful and the procedure 
of the gas company is unlawful. The 
city has an ordinance regulating the 
conduct of the municipal water plant, 
and that ordinance provides that the 
ten cent, penalty shall be put. on the 
bill. The law is laid down, and it can’t 
be done otherwise. 
“In the case of the gas company , 
the law' is laid down, and that law is 
that $1 per 1000 cubic feet is the limit 
of charge that can legally lie made for 
gas In Santa Ana.”
